2. As a result of certain representations made by the indigenous industry 
engaged on cutting, drilling and polishing etc. ol precious stones, for essential 
supplies of rav/ material lequlrements, it has been decided to allow a smalf quota 
of 6 per cent, for Serial No. 255/IV (Precious stones, unset and imported cut.) 
subject, however, to the condition that these quota licences will be valid only 
for the import of rough precious stones, unset and imported uncut including 
rough diamonds.
